WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Presi- 
dent Hoover and Prime Minister 
MacDonald of Great Britain will 
begin conversations today that they 
hope will make impossible misun- 
derstandings between the American 
and British nations. 


President Hoover and his distin- 
guised guest left the White House 
this afternoon to spend the week- 
end at the Presidential lodge on the 
headwaters of the Rapidan River, 


Virginia. 


The party included Mrs. Hoo- 


4 ver, Miss MacDonald, and the Sec- 


retary of State and Mrs. Stimson. 

MacDonald and his daughter sr- 
rived at the White House early 
this afternoon and became the of- 
ficial guests of President and Mrs. 
Hoover until Tuesday morning. 

The return to Washington will 
be made early Moaday in time for 
the Premier to visit Congress at 
noon and make a brief address to 
the Senate. 

President Hoover has welcomed 
phe visit of the Prime Minister, as 
he is a strong believer in personal 
contact between Officials of states. 
It is, Mr. Hoover feels, the quickest 
and surest way to eliminate differ- 
ences and promote good will. 

It was this abiding belief that 
carried the President on his tour 
of Central and South America be- 
fore his inauguration. There he 
had personal, inthmate talks with 
the presidents and was able to 
grasp conditions and to make clear 
American policies and ideals. 


Reception in Three Cities. 

Hope for realization of much the 
same idea on his present trip was 
drawn by MacDonald from the 
warmth of the public reception 
given him by the crowds that lined 
his route in New York, Philadel- 
phia and Washington. 

A round of official calls occupied 
MacDonald today before he and his 
daughter, went to the White House. 

After a night of rest at the Brit- 
ish embassy, the Prime Minister 
arose early and breakfasted with 
Sir Esme Howard, the British Am- 
bassador, and Lady Isabella How- 
ard. He attended to some official 
correspondence before startinge at 
10 a. m., and Michae] MacWhite, 
the Minister of the Irish Free States.. 

Meets Curtis at Capitol. 


With an escort of motorcycle po- 
lice, the Prime Minister drove to 
the Capitol half an hour ahead of 
schedule and there first called on 
Vice President Curtis in his recep- 
tion room off the Senate Chamber. 
He and Curtis chatted for a few 
minutes before being joined by 
Senator Moses of New Hampshire, 
President Pre Tempore of the Sen- 
ate. 

Like the Prime Minister, Curtis 
was attired in morning dress. Smok- 
ing a cigarette, MacDonald spoke 
of his visit here and at the same 
time met various Senators who 
called to pay theif respects. Sena- 
tor Watson of Indiana, the Repub- 
lican leader, and Chairman Hale of 
the Senate Naval Committee, were 
among the visitors. 

After 20 minutes the Premier, 
accompanied by Curtis, Sir Esme 
Howard and Congressman Porter 
of Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
walked across the Capitol corridor 
and called upon Chief Justice Taft.

MRS, PANTAGES 
DENIED NEW TRIAL 
FAINTS IN COURT 


Collapses Twice When She 
Appears to Be Sentenced 
for Manslaughter — Asks 
for Probation.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 5.— 
Mrs. Lois Pantages, wife of the 
theatrical magnate, 
Pantages, was refused a new trial 
today by Superior Judge Carlos &. 
Hardy, following her conviction 
last week of manslaughter, with 


a possible sentence of one to 10 
years in 5an Quentin penitentiary. 

Immediately, an application for 
probation was made in her behalf 
by attorneys. The probation plea, 
which will be heard .ater, will be 
preceded. by an investigation of 
her physical condition. 

She collapsed twice in court to- 
day. 

Trial of Mrs. Pantages’ hus- 
band was adjourned yesterday 
until Monday with Eunice 
Pringle, the dancer who brought 
the charge, still on the stand. 
Miss Pringle recounted her 
version of the alleged attack the 
multi-millionaire made on her Aug. 
9 in “the stairway cubby hole” in 
his theater building and resisted 
efforts vf defense attorneys on 
cross-examination to impeach her. 
She will take the stand again Mon- 
day. 

Mrs. Pantages was found guilty 
of responsibility for the death of 
Juro Rokumoto, Japanese garden- 
er, fatally injured June 16 in a 
collision of their automobiles. Her 
sentencing has been postponed 
twice, once because she was not 
recovered from a physical collapse 
which came with the reading of 
the verdict, and again tast Mon- 
day because time was desired to 
prepare arguments on a defense 
motion for a new trial. 

In the triai of Pantages Miss 
Pringle cried as she related the al- 
leged occurren¢te in Pantages’ of- 
fice. Under defense questioning 
she denied she ever had been taken 
to the tiny office before Aug. 9. or 
that she acceded to the wealthy | 
theater man’s advances willingly.

a Boston-bound tug, on a charge 
of complicity in the killing’ of a 
barge captain. 

The barge skipper, William Me- 
haffey of Ibswich, Mass., was 
found dead on his craft, allegedly 
from a beating given him by 
Baker. A barge employe told po- 
lice that Baker’s tug, heading to- 
ward Long Island Sound, scraped 
against the side of the anchored 
barge and that in an altercation 
which followed Baker beat Mehaf- 
fey with his fist and pieces of 
coal, 

The Police Depatrment borrowed 
a plane and the first air chase 
in the history of the department 
began. The plane overtook the 
boat off New London, Conn., but 
the water was too rovgh to land 
and the police officers continued 
to New London, whence they put 
out in a speed boat. 

The waves also proved too much 
for this craft, and the pursuing 
police turned to a Coast Guard 
boat for assistance. But word came 
from New London that this craft 
had developed motor trouble. 

The police then sent a message 
to Boston authorities to arrest 
Baker when the tug arrives there.

into the Colorado penitentiary riot 
which cost the lives of 12 men— 
seven guards and five prisoners— 
finds pérsons familiar with condi- 
tions at the prison putting forth a 
number of plausible reasons which 
may have been responsible in vary- 


ing degrees for the outbreak. 

Warden Eugene Crawford and 
members of the Board of Correc- 
tions, which hag supervision over 
the penitentiary, have declared the 
desire of the five vicious convicts, 
all of whom were killed or com- 
mitted suicide in the mutiny, to 
gain freedom was the principal rea- 
son. They assert that no other 
prisoners actively participated in 
the outbreak. 

Others trying to expiain the riot 
mention the strict policy of Gov. 
Adams against clemency for con- 
victs, the strictness of discipline, 
overcrowding and the fact that too 
few of the prisoners were kept 
steadily employed on the prison 
farms, the road camps and at other 
useful work. 

Most of Guards Elderly. 

The fact that a large proportion 
of the guards were elderly men and 
not physically capable of meeting 
such an emergency also is advanced 
as a reason that may have encour- 
aged the rebellious convicts. There 
has been no criticism of the food 
in the prison. 

Prigon officials reported the riot 
leaders had been under close guard 
for several weeks. The vigilance 
was tightened a week ago when a 
trusty was found carrying a weap-~ 
on wrappéd in newspapers Two 
of the five guns used in the riot- 
ing, had been buried in the cell 
wall of Walter J. Holub, alias 
James Pardue, formerly of St. 
Louis, convict who was killed 
Thursday night. The surviving 
guards report that the firearms 
were rusty indicating concealment 
for weeks. ; 

In many quarters it {Is held. that 
a growing sense of 7zésentment 
against the Governor's anti-clem- 
ency policy. coupled with recent 
tightening of discipline, combined 
to ignite the spark which burat 
into flame Thursday.

the magistrate an anonymous let- 
ter telling how the “Marquis,” who 
a few years ago was sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment, ror a se- 
ries of swindles, had been mur- 
dered- by persons whom -he had 
ruined. The letter ended: 

“You will find the ‘Marquis’ in 
the woods at. Vernotilet. He was 
buried alive, But Lé must be dead 
now.” 

A map was incloséd in the let- 
ter to aid in the search for the 
body. 

The story seemed so fantastic 
that the Magistrates thought it was 
a hoax. They knew that since his 
release from prison the “Marquis” 
had been living quietly with ‘his 
family just outside Paris. Finally, 
they decided to visit the spot 
marked on the.map. 

It was easily found. The earth 
had been dug up recently. A small 
pipe was visible on a level with 
the top soil. A few feet. down 


police found a rough wooden cof- 
fin. connected by a rubber tube 
with the pipe. 

The coffin was opened. In it lay 
the body of the “Marquis” clothed 
only in a shirt, the face twisted 
in agony. The victim had suc- 
cumbed not to suffocation, but 
starvation. 

It is supposed. the murderers 
drugged the man, placed him in 
the coffin and carried him’ by 
night to: the - burial place. The 
pipetand rubber tube allowed him 
air to breathe, 

Police are now. trying to trace 
the anonymous Jetter, the author 
of which apparently not only 
knew the “Marquis,” but also knew 
that the ‘man to whom the letter 
was sent was a friend of the vic- 
tim. 

The real name of the “Marquis” 
was Pascal Clement. In 1924 he 
organized an ambush in a man- 
sion in Brittany for a Paris jew- 
eler who was to have been shut 
in a room into which chloroform 
was to have been pumped. Sev- 
eral robberies and swindles were 
subsequently traced to *him. 

According to the anonymous let- 
ter, C ent’s assassins belong to 
an: efeciation known as the 
“Knig of Themus,” sworn to 
correct legal sentences which ap- 
pear to them as lax. The letter in- 
dicated that the executioners had 
placed some chocolate in Clement's 
coffin in order to prolong his 
agony and had also tortured him 
before finally burying him alive.

Coroner’s jurors; State Civil Serv- 
ice Commission; State military au- 
thorities and Warden Francis E.

Nearly 1000 prisoners were with- 
out shelter as a result of fires 
that swept the buildings. Twisted 
steel work was scattered about the 
granite structures, Damage 
amounting to from $300,000 t6 
$400,000. was caused by fire and. 
the subsequent attack by National 
Guardsmen and volunteers on the 
stronghold of the rioters. 

Warden’s View of Riot. 

After a preliminary investigation, 

Warden Crawford announced he 
was convinced only half a dozen 
convicts participated in the riot, 
The others, he said. were com- 
pelled to accompany these men into 
the barricaded cellhouse on threat 
of death. 
He also declared the convicts’ en- 
tire arsenal consisted of four re- 
volvers and dne rifle. The revolv- 
ers, he said, were smuggled into 
the prison, while the rifle was 
seized from a guard on watch jn 
the crow’s nest in the dining hall. 
Other guards inside the prison, he 
said, were unarmed.’ 

He disclosed that prison authori- 
ties were aware that arms had 
becn smugggled into the prison. 
and had been conducting a vigor- 
ous search for them. He also an- 
nounced that none of the prisoners 
at the penitentiary had oscaped 
during the riot.

I did say that an organization should 
be formed composed of business, pro- 
fessional and public-spirited men who 
would offer a standing reward of a 
suitable amount according to the merits 
of the case for the arresting, wounding, 
maiming or killing of a holdup man in 
an attempt of committing a holdup or 


Dannemora, N. Y., the Kansas State penitentiary at 
Lansing, the New York State institution at Auburn 
and the Federal penitentiary at Leavenworth, Colo- 
rado has just had the worst prison revolt of all. Seven 
guards and five convicts are dead, ten persons are in- 
jured, two cell houses, the dining room and the chap- 
el were destroyed by fire, and from noon Thursday 
until almost dawn Friday morning a pitched battle. 
was fought between 175 barricaded convicts and 
armed forces of the State. The damage is between 
$300,000 and $400,000, and the entire prison will have 
to be rebuilt. 

An analysis of conditions at Canon City prison Is 
contained in the Handbook of American Prisons, 
edited by Paul W. Garrett, advance copies of which 
were made public yesterday. “Serious overcrowding 
and idleness, a situation common to many prisons,” 
says the Handbook, “were found at Canon City, a 
condition brought about not so much by the prison 
officials themselves, but more through a short-sight- 
ed legislative policy, which, in the case of Colorado, 
is all the more pronounced because of the influence 
of outside interests.” The report explains that Colo- 
rado recently stood in the front-line of states pro- 
viding suitable employment for inmates. It had used 
them in road construction work, but this was recently 
abolished through political influences. The result 
was to plunge the prison into “a deplorable condition 
of idleness, the seriousness of which cannot be over- 
emphasized.” The accuracy of the Handbook’s diag- 
nosis is now made clear. — 

This is just another chapter in the terrible story of 
American prisons. American prisons have not kept 
pace with the increase in what has always been 
crime, to say nothing of new crimes made by the pro- 
hibition and drug laws. The consequence has 
been overcrowding, idleness, stuffing several convicts 
in a cell, creating a condition so intolerable that 
rather thar abide by it men have choseh to die. An 
increasing number of them are dying. 

While Canon City was long known as a hell on 
earth because of harsh disciplinary measures and 
other medieval conditions, the present Warden, it is 
said, has made efforts to humanize the prison. Ac- 
cording to the Handbook, he “has abolished forms of

$5,000,000 IN GOLD TO PARIS 
FROM LONDON BY AIRPLANE 


Bars Taken to Flying Field in Or- 


dinary Autos and Handled

LONDON, Oct. 5.—Bar gold 
worth $5,000,000 was flown from 
London to Paris the other day. A 
consignment from the Bank of En- 
giand. Except for the fact that 
air transport was used this time, ft 
was handled as casually as so 
much bacon. 

Automobiles (not armored cars) 
weer sent to the bank. The gold 
was loaded into them and they 
went to the air port, where em- 
ployes heaved the boxes into air- 
planes. 

It is true the Bank of Englané 
is protected by a special guard. A 
company of gorgeously uniformed 
soldiers. wearing beaver hats and 
brilliantly polished shoes. march 
each day behind a bagpiper tc 
keep watch over the institution. 
But they make no attempt to. clus- 
ter around cars into which a few 
million dollars worth of gold is 
being placed. nor do they look ag- 
gressive when strangers in high- 
poweredt automobiles draw up to 
the curb. | 

No one here seems to remember 
ihe last fime an attempt was made 
to rob the Bank of England. It 
simply isn’t done. 

Solitary bank messengers on 
long errands sometimes encounter 
robbers. Not long ago 2 messen- 
ger was robbed of $4000 by hold- 
up men who, he testified, knocked 
him. senseless with an umbrella. 
Even robbers here no not always 
carry dangerous weapons.

Chi- 
cago has shown remarkable prog- 
ress since 1925 in undertaking de- 
velopment in a region extending in 
some places far beyond a 50-mile 
radius from the city. Other active 
regional planning work is under 
way in Los Angeles County, Cal.; 
Milwaukee County, Wis.;: Philadel- 
phia, New York, Boston, Kansas 
City, Mo.; Washington, Cincinnati, 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, Minn.: 
Toledo, O.; Niagara Frontier (Buf- 
falo); Cleveland (highways only) 
and Detroit, Mich. (highways and 
railways only). 3 

The Chicago region comprises 
Cook and « ght adjacent .counties 
in Dlinois, three contiguous coun- 
ties in Indiana and the nearest 
three counties in Wisconsin, they

‘The plan- 
ning association derives 60 per cent 
of its $75,000 annual budget from 
the counties and towns which pay 
their assessments from official 
funds, and the balance from indi- 
viduals, civic organizations, real 
estate inter.sts, material dealers 
and others.

‘Minister’s Work Is Indissolubly Bound Up 
With Reconstruction of His Country.

ROME, Oct. 5.—The name and 
work of Gustav Stresemann will 
remain indissolubly bound to the 
most intense and most fecund 
period of the political and econom- 
ic reconstruction of Germany.

home, where we conversed one 
hour very cordially on vafjous sub- 
jects. We touched on various 
questions, the European situation 
as well as the Fascist movement 
in particular. ; 

Berlin had still rather a sad out- 
look. It was on the eve of the 
great inflation. The mark was al- 
ready on the down grade and with 
in a few months of that time it at- 
tained its astronomical velocity of 
descent to a point where four bil- 
lion marks were required to buy 
one dollar. 

Stresemann was not yet a min- 
ister, but was only an influential 
and respected leader of his party. 

Several years passed before I 
saw Stresemann again when he 
was reign Minister, in autumn, 
1925, at Locarno when the famous 
pact between France and Germany 
was consummated and guaranteed 
by England and Italy. 

Italo-German Relations. 

In my position as Foreign Min- 
ister, I have followed attentively 
Herr Stresemann’s policy. I do not 
wish now to recall the quarrel- 
some tilt I had with him when 
he replied to my speech provoked 
by a German boycott on Italian 
goods. I reiterated my viewpoint, 
but this great cloud. which ap- 
peared unexpectedly on the horizon 
of Italo-German relations, disap- 
peared rapidity. so thet at the end 
of the same year. 1926, I had the 
satisfaction of signing the Italo- 
German protocol of arbitration and 
conciliation which supplemented 
the commercia! treaty which I my- 
self negotiated governing the im- 
portant trade relations of our two 
countries. 

1 remember Stresemann with 
sympathetic tenderness. His end 
before his time has profoundly 
saddened me, Stresemann was 100 
per cent German—Germapn in his 
physical aspect, German in his 
spiritual and moral constitution. 
Although he spoke French and En- 
glish well, he spoke German regu- 
larly even in private copversations 
with foreigners as well as in pub- 
lic assemblies attended by other 
nationalities. 

Though he was thoroughly Ger- 
man. though he was pan-German- 
ist during the war, Stresemann. 
after the defeat «f the German 
aims. after the torrid period which 
Germany went through during the 


“Spartachist putsch,” oriented his 


ideas toward a .European entente 
and acceptance of the new Repub- 
lican constitution. 

Balance fn Favor of Germany. 

It is natural ang comprehensible 
that Stresemann’s policy of reap- 
proachment with France and of 
the genera) European entente had 
caused violent discussions in Ger. 
many, even recently, He who would 
live again this first post-war de-. 
cade must obviously cbjectively see 
that Stresemann’s policy closes 
with a noteworthy valance in favor 
of Germany. The fact remains that 
Germany today finds herself in the 
international situation in a quite 
different position from that of sev- 
en years ago. Germany has en-’ 
tered the League of Nations, ob- 
taining as was logical and as IL. 
maintained since 1925, a place on 
the permanent League Council. 

The burden of reparations was 
constantly being put off and was 
settled neither as rega the fi- 
nal sum nor duration. mat i 
obtained through the Dawes and 
Young plans a stabilization of the 
figures in the reparations annuities 
to be paid. This sum is not exces- 
sive for Germany’s economic ca- 
pacity with the power of a great 
people which has already healed its 
wounds of war. . 

The Zeppelin has not made-~its 
trip around the world in vain, whila 
a ship of the rehabilitated German 
merchant - arine has won the der- 
by of the ocean. Alongside this 
progress and these successes in the 
economic and financial field, 
Stresemann has been able to ob- 
tain the evacuation of the Rhine- 
land. Destiny has wishéd to fall 
upon him when the first detach- 
ments of allied troops are abandon- 
ing the German soil five years be- 
fore the per-od fixed by the Treaty 
of Versailles. There is no doubt 
this settlement of financial and po- 
litical relations with Germany has 
given a pow2rful momentum to the 
movement for European  recon- 
struction, not alone economic but 
also political and moral. 

Aim of His Policy. 

Stresemanr’s policy appeared to 
aim: at accepting the Versailles 
treaty with lis most drastic clauses 
mitigated, clauses which in 1919 
were dictael rather by sentiment 
than by reason, which now, with 
changed conditions, are applicable 
no more. 

The fruth is that Stresemann, in 
accepting and submitting to it, has 
succeeded in fulfilling the work of 
a true and rea) revision of the 
Treaty of Versailles. His political 
adversaries have maintained and 
stil. maintain that “the game is not 
worth the c. ndle,” and that the ac- 
ceptance of the Versailles treaty is 
not over-balanced by a few and 
unimportant revised clauses. This 
viewpoint is a product of an ar- 
dent passion for discussion, but it 
is not objective judgment.

LEAGUE COUNCIL SUGGESTS 
GUT IN EXCISE ON SUGAR

GENEVA, Oct. 5.—The_ Council 


of the League of Nations yesterday 
appealed to all members of the 
League to consider the feasibility 
of lowering excise duties on sugar 
to increase consumption of that 
commodity. 

Sir Eric Drummond, secretary- 
general, disclosed that the Coun- 
cil’s decision was taken in a secret 
session. It has now been trans- 
mitted to all governments which 
are members of the League. The 
Couneli decided some time ago 
that the best means of relieving 
the condition created by over- 
production of sugar was to sys- 
tematically “tickle the world's 
sweet tooth” and thus increase con- 
sumption of sugar. Such stimula- 
tion of buying would be much more 
effective, it was decided, if low- 
ered duties made sweetmeats 
cheaper. 

The Council's report on the situ- 
ation ‘in the sugar industry dis- 
closes that existing excise duties 
on sugar range from $21 a bag 
(of 220 pounds). to about $1 a bag. 
The Italian duty on sugar is $21 
on 220 pounds, the Russian tax 
$15, the Dutch $10.28 and the 
Swedish and Belgian duties about 
$1.

The bier was surround- 
ed with flowers. At his office in 
the Foreign Ministry his vacant 
chair was covered with white 
flowers. 

Dr. Julius Curtius has. been ap- 
pointed Foreign Minister ad int- 
terim by President von Hinden- 
burg; he has held the portfolio 
of Minister of Economics. So 
widespread is the feeling of loss in 
the death of Dr. .Stresemann that 
no immediate political and govern- 
mental reaction is expected now. 

Some observers even feel his 
death has hastened the success of 
his long struggle for the interna- 
tional re-establishment of Ger- 
many. Public loyalty to his mem- 
ory seems for the time being at 
least to have united many, waver- 
ing elements to the Government 
of Chancellor Mueller.

IDEALS 


HETHER a child chose as his 
W nero Lincoln or Napoleon is 
significant both as an indica- 
tion of his state of mind and as a 


point of departure in his educa- 
tion. 


The growing child has always & 
succession of ideals. First and most 
important to the very young child 
is the ideal of father and mother. 
Then such glamorous people as the 
policeman, the fireman and the 
man who keeps the corner candy 


store temporarily embody for him 
what he himself would some day 
like to be. 


But at no time is hero worship 


more active than in the years be- 
tween 12 and 16. At this time an 
ideal seems actually to influence 


the child’s imagination and through 


it his conduct. 

His choice is in the first place 
an indication of his values. The lad 
who selects Napoleon shows, there- 
by, that to him attainment and 
victory are good regardless of the 
means employed. The lad whose 
hero is Lincoln is.one who, you 
may be sure, rates moral and spir- 
itual values higher than material 
ones. 

If your child seems to be enam- 
ored of a worthy ideal, help him to 
cultivate it. Give him books in 
which he may learn more about 
his hero. Put in his path every 
experience which will enrich his 
knowledge of the man and h 
work. These things may prove a 
very genuine influence in his spir- 
itual and intellectual growth. 

When it seems to you that the 
hero of.these adolescent years is 
unworthy, try to develop such val- 
ves and mental attitudes as will 
lead your child gradually to ap- 
praise him at his true worth and 
to reject him finally as something 
which he has left behind him in 
one of the stages of his growth.
